Some of the foreign patent documents listed on the PTO-1449 were not 
considered since they were not available to the examiner at the time of working on this 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 02 or 1 03 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claiml, 16, with the allowable feature being; the 
pole stand assembly includes an inner and an outer pole stand with a plurality of 
magnets disposed between the first and second current coils(claim 1); the light direction 
member has a refracting light direction member(claim 4); wherein said pole stand 
assemblies are first, second, third, and fourth pole stand assemblies each having first, 
second, third, and fourth inner and outer pole stands(claim 6); each pole stand 
assembly includes an inner and an outer pole stand(claim 16, 29); selectively 
generating said rotation of said tip-tilt platform with said first and second currents by 
passing said first and second coils through a plurality of different oriented magnetic 
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fields generated by pairs of magnets disposed adjacent said coils(claim 21, 26). 
Therefore claims 1-37 are allowed.
